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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-40 and 44-46 are pending. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claims 1-26, 28 and 40, drawn to an endoscopic method for treating 
cartilage or bone defects. 

Group II, claims 27 and 29-39, drawn to a kit comprising two separate containers. 

Group III, claim 44, drawn to a method for culturing cells comprising a culture 
medium comprising hydroxy apatite. 

Group IV, claims 45 and 46, drawn to a method for culturing cells using a culture 
medium comprising collagen compositions or solutions. 

In regard to unity of invention, M.P.E.P. §1850 states that: 

(a) An international or national stage application shall relate to one invention only 
or to a group of inventions so linked as to form a single general inventive concept. 
Where a group of inventions is claimed in an application, the requirement of unity of 
invention shall be fulfilled only when there is a technical relationship among those 
invention involving one or more of the same or corresponding special technical features. 
The expression "special technical features" shall mean those technical features that 
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define a contribution which each of the claimed inventions, considered as a whole, 
makes over the prior art.

The technical feature shared by Group I and II is the endoscopic method steps of 
identifying position of a defect and applying cells selected from chondrocytes, 
chondroblasts, osteocytes or osteoblasts. Since the technical feature shared by Group I 
and II is known in the art according to Frondoza et al. (US 2001/0014475), the technical 
feature is not considered as a special technical feature. 

Thus, the inventions listed as Groups I, II, III and IV do not relate to a single 
general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they 
lack the same or corresponding special technical features.
